Mr. Lyon put this pert- 
inent question: "Will the boulevard wall 
disappear in the mud of Lake lierritt when 
H comes to dredging tbe lake?" 
In an- 


swer, I will state that the boulevard wall is 
built substantially on the same plan as tha 
seawall on the San Francisto water-front, 
designed by the writer in 1800, and which 
has aow stood the test of a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 
There, in fact, the mud was ve 


much deeper, than in Lake Merritt, and th'e 
depth of dredging in front of the seawall 
WES twenty-four feet, while in front of the 
boulevard wall it will not exceed rive feet. 
Toe public need therefore be under no ap- 
prehension regarding the stability of the 
wall. 
It has already settled to a solid 


foundation and no amount of dredging in 
fior.t o* it will ca:ise t:ie slightest settle- 
ment.
